M arsden Doctor: A delegation 
from the Marsden Board of 
Trade approached the Council, 
whet he ■ the Council coull grant 
assistance with the building of a 
house as an aid tfcv getting a doc¬ 
tor to locate in Marsimi. The 
Council although sympathetic to 
the undertaking assured the del¬ 
egation that they (the Council) 
could not undertake l o build a 
house but that they would be 
willing to consider aiding a doc¬ 
tor in some manner should he 
Consider coming here and prove 
himself worthy of consideration 
at their hands. 

Schools: A delegation from 
the Artland School District ap- 
..p-ropHcd the Govm-eil—regarding 
the present position of their 
School District. A petition was 
also presented to the Artland 
School District. Nothing was 
done by the Council in regard to 
either matter. 

Change of Div. Bouns: A p< 
fition was presented asking that 
that portion of 46-27-3rd lying 
south and east of the Battle Riv¬ 
er be placed from Div. 5 into Div. 
6. The position of this land 
since the advent of the R. R. 
center at u nwin seeming to the 
Council to warrant a change the 
Secretary was ordered to take 
the matter of the proposed 
change before the Dept, of Munc. 
Affairs with the object of having 
changes as asked effected. 

Resolutions. The Reeve called 
section 201 of the Act to the at¬ 
tention of the Council and sub¬ 
mitted a resolution asking that 
tire words “An Annual” be 
struck from the said section and 
the word “A” he substituted 
motion that the resolution be for¬ 
warded to the convention. 

Weeds Course: D'utton : That 
O. H. Scholin be p aid the ne¬ 
cessary expense of attending the 
weeds course at Saskatoon. Car’d 

Association of R. M. s: Wells; 
that we continue our membership 
with the Association of Rural 
Municipalities (of Saskatchewan 
and that the year membership fee 
of $15 00 he forwarded. Carried. 

Expenses of Convention: Dut¬ 
ton; that an amount of $125.00 
be allowed as convention expense 
and that any member of the coun¬ 
cil, including the secretary, be al¬ 
lowed to go if he wishes to. Car’d 

Gopher Poison: Dutton; that 
A. E. Edwards be given the con¬ 
tract for the gopher poison 
(Evei-ready) for 1925 and that 
in future the poison contract! be 
asked by tender. Carried. 


Penalties: The secretary was 
asked to cancel the penalties on 
the N. E. 28 46 25 3. as through 
no fault of the owner the taxes 
did not arrive in the office until 
after the year end. Carried 
Pool Room: The. secretary 1 sub¬ 
mitted to the council two applic¬ 
ations for a license for a pool hall 
in the hamelt of Unwin. The 
council ordered that both be 
granted, but provided that one 
of the licensees did not: open up 
a business he would be allowed 
rebate of the amount paid for 
said license. 

Tax Sale Title Time Extended: 
Bradley; that we grant extension 
of the period for obtaining title 
until the end of December 1925 
o.ii all iands upon which applica¬ 
tion for title is pending under the 
application by Municipal certifi¬ 
cates. Carried. 

Hospital Aid: Rogers; that we 
continue to make grants to hos- 
pitals covering hospital accounts 
the same as we have done in the 
past, and that the fees payable ba 
the same as in the year 1924.

LIVESTOCK AND 

DAIRY POOL MEETING 

AT EDGERTON 


A very interested audience 
listened to Messrs Slattery and 
L|ove. who spoke respectively on 
the Cattle Pool and Dairy Pool in 
Milne’s Hall on Tuesday Febru¬ 
ary 3rd. 

The degree- of interest could be 
measured by the large percent¬ 
age of the audience that signed 
contracts at the close of the ad¬ 
dresses , 

Mr. Slattery, the first speaker, 
briefly sketched the outstanding 
success of the Wheat Pool, prov¬ 
ing as he went, how beneficial its 
effect was upon the business of 
the country as a whole, as well as 
tio, the farmer. He outlined the 
unsatisfactory condition of the 
livestock industry, stating that in 
same cases, cost of production 
so exceeded the market value 
that the owners preferred to 
knock the calves on the head 
rather than raise them. The 
speaker laid particular emphasis 
on the two essentials necessary 
to success in the Pool Project. 
They are control of the supply 
and the possession of an export 
market. Having the first, the 
buyer has to seek us. The poss¬ 
ession of the second frees us from 
the dictation of the packers.

Polol and eventually an Interpro¬ 
vincial Pool is favored by the 
various livestock shipping associ¬ 
ations already in existence, for 
they find, that while doing their 
best for the farmers, they are 
really comjpeting against each 
other when it comes to the selling 
end. Mr. Slattery quoted fig¬ 
ures showing tlhe enormous ex¬ 
port trade of the Argentine and 
Australia to Great Britain, and 
then gave the insignificant drib¬ 
ble that drains from Canada, 
which made one feel, that some¬ 
thing was rotten in the state of 
out livestock industry. , 

The pertinent remark was 
made that any child can sell, but 
few men can really market. 

We depend too much upon 
packers information. When it is 
is bourne in mind that 50 per 
cent of the hogs in the past year, 
entered the packing plants with¬ 
out ever going to the open mar¬ 
ket, we have some idea of their 
influence, and can easily under¬ 
stand that their objective is not 
exactly ours. Our contract is 
watertight yet elastic, asking 
nothing unreasonable, yet pro¬ 
tecting the interests of the asso¬ 
ciation. Mr. Brownlee is chiefly 
responsible first; it was however 
submitted to Mr. -Sapiro. who re¬ 
commended it. , 

Mr. L olve in speaking 1 for the 


Dairy Pool, stated that while Al¬ 
berta has (thanks to Mr. Mark¬ 
er) perhaps the best system of 
marketing butter on the contin¬ 
ent, it would help the Govern¬ 
ment Department very much if 
there was a constant supply 
available, which the Pool would 
ensure. 

As an instance of what co-op¬ 
eration can do. he quoted the 
price the Fraser Valleyi farmers 
received foir their cream this sum¬ 
mer. 62i/ 2 cents while the prairie 
farmer was receiving 32 or 35 
cents'. The B.C. men had carried 
on a fight for 15 years before the 
victory could be made possible. 

They are such thorough co-op- 
erators that when “interests” 
i opposed to them, offered a 10c. 
-Premium, not a single farmer de¬ 
faulted. Mr. Love gave as one 
reason for theb poor price we re- 
| ceive on an average for the year, 
is on account of the heavy over¬ 
head exuense the small creamery 
,is put to- during the. winter 
months. 

j The suggestion was made, that 
, during the winter months, the 
small creameries be closed an 
■the cream shipped t,o some cen¬ 
tral point. 

The Dairy contract wwas also 
1 due largely to Mr. Brownlee’s ef¬ 
forts and also received Mr. Sap- 
iiro’s recommendation. At the 


close of the meeting, the country 
around Edgerton was divided in¬ 
to its various districts and can¬ 
vassers appointed. Where U .F.A. 
locals are in operation there was 
no difficulty'. The problem was 
somewhat, difficult in the nuor- 
ganized territories. 

Mr. Parkinsen of Edgerton is 
acting' secretary, and all canvass¬ 
ers will report to him. 

This is only one of the steps, 
t;hat the farmer will have to take, 
before he brings about his own 
economic emancipation. 

It it a national duty devolving 
upon this class, as well as serving 
its own selfish interests, to lift 
itself to a position of economic 
independence.

GOVERNING SEED FAIR 

1. All exhibitors must be members 
of the Chauvin Agricultural Society. 

2. In the case of wheat, oats, bar . 


ley and rye. the exhibitor must have 
for sale, or be retaining for seed on 
his own farm, at least 50 bushels of 
wheat, oats, barley and rye. 5 bus¬ 
hels of potatoes. 25 bushels of flax. 

3. In classes 1 to 16 inclusive one 
bushel of seed shall be shown; in 
classes 17 to 18 cne-half bushel. All 
exhibits of seed shall be held to be 
representative of the total quantity 
of such seed offered for sale by the 
exhibitor. 

4. No premium shall be awarded 
on exhibits that contain impurities 
wnioh. in the opinion of the Judges, 
are of noxious nature. 

5. No exhibitor is allowed to make 
more than one entry in each class of 
Seed Grains and Potatoes. 

6. All samples of seed must be 
labelled, after judging, with the name 
and address of the exhibitor, the name 
of the variety, the amount of seed for 
sale, and the selling price. 

7. The committee in conjunction 
with the Judges reserve the right to 
debar any exhib.it on which, in their 
judgement, a prohibitive price is 
placed. 

8. Any exhibitor making entry un¬ 
der any of the above classes thereby 
guarantees that his exhibit is a fair 
sample of the seed he has for sale, and 
was grown on his own rarm in 1924. 
(exhibits in classes 11 and 12 alone 
excepted). 

9. Before prizes are paid each ex¬ 
hibitor will be required to certify that 
hjis exhibit strictly compiles with re¬ 
gulation. In case of failure to do so 
the next in order will be awarded the 
prize. 

10. In the event of less than three 
entries in any class, first or other 
prizes will only be awarded at the 
discretion of the judge. 

11. The society will furnish poultry 
crates in the hall. 

12. Entry fee shall be ten per cent 
of amount of first prise. 

13. Potatoes may be selected. 

14. Persons entering registered seed 
must produce certificate of registra¬ 
tion at the time of making entry. 

16. Exhibitors in Poultry classes 
will be allowed the privilege of mak¬ 
ing more than one entry in any de¬ 
sired poultry class. But no individual 
bird, or pen of birds, may be entered 
in more than one class. 

16. All exhibits for competition for 
prizes must be at the I.O.O.F. Hall.
